Governor Lauds 
Religious Freedom In 
Tercentenary Proclamation 

A proclamation designating the 
six-month period Sept. 19 to March 
19 as the Missouri Jewish Tercen- 
tenary was issued by Gov. Don- 
nelly in the presence of Rabbi 
Ferdinand M. Isserman and other 
Jewish leaders. 

Ribba Isserman presented the 
Governor with a medallion in the 
name of the National and State 
Tercentenary Committees. The 
medallion bore the inscription 
“Man’s Opportunities and Respon- 
sibilities Under Freedom — 1654- 
1954.” 

The Governor's proclamation 
lauded the results of religious free- 
dom under which religious tradi- 
tion flourished “and their com- 
municants have lived together in 
exemplary good will and harmony. 

The full proclamation reads: 

PROCLAIVLATION 

WHEREAS, three hundred years 
ago this month of September, the 
tirst Jewish settlement in conti- 
nental United States was founded 
in New Amsterdam, and the first 
Jewish synagogue, Shcarith Israel 
of New York, was formed, and 

WHEREAS, the beginning of the 

s/jou/ci rciij/ml n!I Anier/cnns / 
of the legacy of religious freedom » 
which is ours. As a result of this 
freedom, the great religious tradi- 
tions of the western world have 
flourished here and their com- 
municants have lived together in 
exemplary good will and harmony. 
The right of every man to worship 
God in accordance with the dic- 
tates of his conscience is a glorious 
part of our national tradition: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, PHIL M. 
DONNELLY, GOVERNOR OF 
THE STATE OF MISSOURI, do 
hereby proclaim the six-month pe- 
riod starting September 19, 1954, 
as the 

“MISSOURI AMERICAN JEWISH 
TERCENTENARY” 
and I urge and recommend that 
wherever American Jewish Tercen- 
tenary celebrations are held, all 
Missourians join in marking this 
significant milestone in the history 
of the United States and of Mis- 
souri.

STARTS TONIGHT 


In synagogues and temples 
throughout the world, the Jewish 
religious New Year will be ushered 
in at sunset, Monday, September 
27. 

Monday evening’s commemora- 
tion of Rosh Hashana, which 
means literally the beginning of 
the year, inaugurates a ten-day pe- 
riod of spiritual self-analysis and 
prayer which is climaxed by Yom 
Kippur, the Day of Atonement, 
which begins at nightfall, Wednes- 
day, October 6. 

The ritual for the so-called High 
Holydays is highlighted by the 
sounds of the Shofor, or ram’s 
horn, the ancient instrument which 
once called men to warfare and 
n o w calls for combat against 
wrongdoing and shortcomings. Spe- 
cial prayers and melodies voiced in 
the worship services stress the 
themes of repentance and divine 
mercy. 

Rosh Hashana is observed two 
days by traditionalist Jews; one, 
by Reform Jews. 


Orthodox Leader Urges 
Jewry To Refrain From 
Travel For Holiday Worship 


NEW YORK — Orthodox Jews 
who do not live within walking dis- 
tance of a synagogue were urged 
to refrain from any mode of travel 
and instead worship at home, in a 
pre-High Holydays directive issued 
by Rabbi David B. Hollander of 
the Bronx, N. Y., president of the 
Rabbinical Council of America. The 
Council is comprised of 550 lead- 
ing orthodox rabbis of the United 
States and Canada, spokesmen for 
traditional Jewry. 

Asserting that “Orthodoxy is the 
ancient tradition of our people and 
worship should be in a synagogue 
where our traditions are observed 
and the spirit is fully in keeping 
with our sacred Torah,” Rabb 
Hollander stated:

mandments. It is forbidden to drive 
or ride to the synagogue. If the 
synagogue is too far from your 
home, then worship at home if you 
must.

Try to arrange for some 
one to sound the Shofar (Ram’s 
Horn) on the New Year. Under no 
circumstances may one violate the 
law concerning travel on the holi- 
day in order to attend public wor 
ship, even to listen to the Shofar.'

On the threshold of Rosh Ha- 
shono, we look back to the happy 
and epoch making events of the 
last six years — the establishment 
of the State of Israel and the re- 
birth of the Jewish Nation, we not 
only are adding another year to 
our calendar, but in the year to 
come we must prepare ourselves 
to embrace new era — the era of 
repentance. 

Israel’s Prophets issued a call for 
spiritual reconversion of the world 
a long time ago. Our primary duty 
is to mend our ways. The living up 
to the highest ethical values of our 
Tora should be strengthened by un- 
flinching loyalty to our sacred tra- 
dition as a whole. 

Merely belonging to a congrega- 
tion and paying dues cannot go too 
far toward the creation of the Jew- 
ish Community as a constructive 
and moral force in our mid.st. True 
religion must be practiced, at home, 
at work and, of course, in the syna- 
gogue if we are not to deceive our- 
selves. 

Many indeed are the youth organ- 
izations attached to the synagogues 
and temples, but equally important 
are some of the motives which are 
responsible for their coming into 
being. In many instances, the mo- 
tives are clearly the dance and so- 
cial life. I do not mean to depre- 
ciate the value of the social aspects 
of the Junior Congregations. But 
what I do mean to stress is, in 
most cases, its program is not of 
sufficient Jewish intensity so as to 
make its members conscious of 
hard pressing Jewish problems. 

The youth who is attached to the 
temple is taught that knowing 
Jewish history and literature is to 
be their supreme achievement. 
They are permeated with the idea 
that knowledge, by itself, is a suf- 
ficient goal to strive for and, hav- 
ing attained this goal, they have

should become the concrete expres- 
sion of our Jewish aspirations. We 
can best serve the world in aug- 
menting its moral forces, by lead- 
ing exemplary religious lives. 

Jewish life in the United States 
must be strengthened culturally 
and religiously, if it is to withstand 
the many onslaughts being made 
against its .structure. 

At this time, I wish to extend to 
the entire' Jewish Community my 
heartfelt wishes for a very happy 
and prosperous New Year of 5715.

FROM CIVIL WAR TO COLD WAR 

The Saga Of Jewish Military Morale Services In The U. S. 


By GEORGE PERRY 

When a hard-headed business- 
man and deeply-principled Jew by 
the name of Asser Levy, one of the 
band of 23 Jews who settled in 
Kew Amsterdam in 1654. won for 
his fellow Jews the right to serve 
in the colony’s defense establish- 
ment— and later wrung from the 
putch authorities the complete 
burgher right — he wrote the first 
chapter in the 300-year story of 
American Jewry’s participation in 
all the wars of the United States, 
both as soldiers and builders of 
militai-y « morale. More than two 
centuries later, in the spirit of 
Asser Levy, American Jews again 
sti’npk a blow for first class citizen- 
ship by establishing during the 
Civil War the right of rabbis to 
serve as military chaplains. 

Jews, then, have served in the 
fighting forces of America since 
Colonial days; Jewish chaplains 
have ministered to the religious 
needs of soldiers since the Civil 
War. 

American Jewry’s principal mo- 
rale effort in the Civil War had a 
non-sectarian character for it was 


as they were, these scattered ef- 
forts revealed the inchoate outlines 
of the world-wide Jewish morale 
and religious program that Ameri- 
can Jewry developed in both World 
Wars. 

The damnyankee Jew occasional- 
ly found a Jewish welcome down 
south, as this incident told by Dr. 
Korn indicates: It was close to 
Rosh Hashanah when Henry Frank 
and Isaac Lowenberg, two soldiers 
with the invading Union army, 
dropped in at John Mayer’s store 
in Vicksburg, Miss., to inquire about 
services. They had come to the 
right place for Mayer was presi- 
dent of Vicksburg’s Congregation 
Ansche Chesed. Lacking its own 
synagogue and unable to hold regu- 
lar services, the handful of Vicks- 
burg Jews did observe the High 
Holy Days in a makeshift sanc- 
tuary on the second floor of a fire 
house. There the two soldiers in 
blue w^orshipped with theii* co-re- 
ligionists of the Confederacy. 

In the Spanish-American War the 
Jewish community was still loathe 
to participate as Jews in organized 
morale work or to sponsor such

a national conference of Jewish re- 
ligious groups, and out of this his- 
toric gathering was born the Jew- 
ish Board for Welfare Work in the 
Army and Navy, later to be cele- 
brated as the Jewish Welfare Board. 
In September, 1917, JWB was offi- 
cially recognized by the United 
States Government as the Jewish 
agency for morale and religious 
work in the armed forces, a status 
it retains on , behalf of American 
Jewry. 

Between the Spanish American 
War and World War I world events 
caught . up with the non-sectarian 
character of services provided by 
American Jewry for soldiers. Large 
numbers of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of Jewish immigrants who 
had poured into the United States 
in the late 1890s and the first 
decade of the twentieth century 
found themselves, and in many in- 
stances their sons, too, drafted for 
military service during World War 
1. The overwhelming need for a 
full program of Jewishly-oriented 
morale and welfare, activities, and 
of course for Jewish religious serv- 
ices and literature, brought about 
an all-out Jewish morale effort in 
which JWB mobilized institutional 
and communal resources on an un- 
precedented scale. 

When World War II broke out. 
JWB was a going concern, with 
more than two decades of experi- 
ence in community organization and 
in providing for the religious and 
welfare needs of Jewish military 
personnel wherever American forces 
were stationed. As the government- 
authorized agency for this work, 
JWB had the acceptance of the 
Jewish community. 

The prodigious unified Jewish 
morale effort, launched and car- 
ried out despite a far from united 
community, has, been termed Op 
eration Jewish Unity. 

Operation Jewish Unity, fortified 
by tons of religious literature, mor- 
ale supplies and kosher food, made

the program of the Sanitary Com- 
mission, a kind of precursor of the 
USO of World War II. Dr. Bertram 
Korn, whose fascinating book, 
"American Jewry in the Civil War,’’ 
is the authoritative source for most 
of our information on this era, told 
of Jewish women’s societies that 
raised thousands of dollars for the 
Commission and shipped tons of 
food, medical and sanitary supplies 
and clothing to the soldiers on all 
fighting fronts.
